1. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
In the claim : 

a. In claim 13, lines 2-3, the claimed "the base value" should be corrected to "the 
first base value" to ensure proper antecedent basis, since there are two base 
values, it is necessary to define which base value the limitation in claim 13, lines 
2-3 refers to. It is also noted that the first base value is provided for the speed 
limiting function. 

b. In claim 14, line 3; claim 15, line 3 the claimed "the base value" should be 
corrected to "the second base value" to ensure proper antecedent basis, since 
there are two base values, it is necessary to define which base value the 
limitation in claim 14, line 3 refers to. It is also noted that the second base value 
is provided for the speed control function. 

c. In claim 17, line 2, the claimed "wherein first and second input quantities" 
should be corrected to "wherein the first and second input quantities" to 
explicitly refer to the first and second input quantities disclosed in claim 19, line 
3. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 11, 16, 19 and 20 are allowed. 

3. Claims 13-15, and 17 would be allowable if amended to overcome the objection above. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior arts of record do not disclose a method and arrangement for controlling the 
driving speed of a vehicle disclosed in claims 19 and 20. The method includes generating first 
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and second input quantities from first and second functions that are a speed limiting function 
and a speed control function; a first and second base values for tfie first and second functions 
are respectively formed; the first and second input quantities and the first and second base 
values are supplied to first and second mixers respectively, the first input quantity is limited 
based on the first base value to form a first output quantity, and the second input quantity is 
limited based on the second base value to form a second output quantity; the first and second 
output quantities are provided to a distributor, an output quantity is selected from the output 
quantities to form a propulsion desired value, flie propulsion desired value is outputted to 
corresponding control function for motor, braking system and/ or transmission of the vehicle.
